} ILLIAM by the Grace of GOD, King of Great-Britain, France and 
W Treland, defender of the Faith, To 

Macers of Our Privy Council, Meffen- 
gers at Armes, our Sheriffsinthat part conjunctly and feverally {pecially con- 
fticut Greeting : Forafmuchas,We and the Eftates of Parliament,being Infor: 
med that one Walter Herries Chyrurgeon, who went with the Company 
Trading to Africa and the /zdies, their firft Ships to Darien, isthe Author 


_ of a Pamphlet, Intituled, A defence of the Scots abdicating Darien, Including 


an Anfwer to the Scots Settlement there; And ofanother Pamphlet Intituled, 
A Vindication of the faid former Pamphlet: And the Eftares of parliament 
having codfidered the faids two pamphlets to be Blafphemous, Scandalous 
and Calumnious Libels, refleting upon Religion and the honour of this Na- 
tion, Did Recommend to Us to iffue forth a proclamation, with Advice of 
Our privy Council,appointing thefaid Walter Herries to be taken intoCuftody 
Therefore We with Advice of the Lords of Our privy Council, Require and 
command all Magiftrats, Officiarsof the Law, and others of our Liedges, to 
feafe upon,and take into cuftody the perfon of thefaid Walter Herries, where 
ever he can be apprehended within this Kingdom, and to deliver him to any 
Magiftrat within the fame ; indemnifying hereby all perfons from any hazard 
of Slaughter, Mutilation, or other violence which they may commit againtt 
thefaid Walter Herries, in cafe of refiftance in apprehending of him. And for 
the further incouragement of all our good Subjects within this Kingdom to 
apprehend the perfon of the faid Walter Herries,We with advice forefaid, do 
promife and aflure the Sum of Six Thoufand Pounds Scots for a reward to 
the perfon who fhall apprehend the faid Walter Herries within this Kingdom, 
and deliver him to any Magiftrat within the fame, in orderto be tryed and 
brought to Juftice ; Requiring hereby the Lords Commiflioners of our The. 
faury to make payment of the Sum and Reward abovementioned to the per, 
fon or perfons who fhall perform the forefaid fervice OUR WILL IS 
HEREFORE, and We charge you ftridly, and command, that incontinent, 
thefe Our Letters feen, ye pals to the Mercat Crofs of Edinburgh, and 
to the Mercat Croffes of the haill Head Burghs of the feveral Shires and Stew. 
artries within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authoritv, by open 
Proclamation, make Publication of the premijies, that none pretend ignorance. 
And ordains thefe prefents tobe Printed.
